It is a myth. Recent government action was not the 
fundamental cause of tight money, according to Weiss. 
The boom had already lost momentum by the late 60s as 
loanable funds at banks were greatly diminished and 
credit fuel was burned out.

popular belief, the 
government is not an isolated independent force which 
simply manages and controls. Did Uncle Sam in any way 
limit the height of the boom or cushion the fall of bank 
liquidity, spanning from 1946 to 1970? On the contrary, 
by becoming the nation’s largest single borrower, he has 
provided the biggest impetus for the fall of liquidity from 
the all time high of 80 per cent to the all time low of 19 
per cent. 
Conversely, because Uncle Sam became the largest 
single spender and builder in the nation, he was the most 
powerful independent force behind the postwar boom. 
Instead of remaining neutral he wasout in front pouring 
out the funds, and therefore suffers from the same 
fundamental weaknesses as AT & T and Penn Central. 
Since he was unable to restrain himself from indulging in 
the boom, he will be equally enable to keep from adding 
his weight to the crash on the downside. 
In this stage, the government, with the Federal

contributing to the decline. Little do they realize that the 
price inflation they are attempting to fight is nothing 
more than one of the many symptoms of excessive 
growth and credit which has lingered on into the initial 
phases of the business downturn.

according to Weiss, the government is still fighting an era 
which has passed us by. Since the economy is not one 
harmonious machine in which all parts stop and turn 
simultaneously, we now see business already beginning its 
decline, while prices are only reaching the tail end of the 
rise. 
Since it is all interrelated, the government cannot 
isolate any of these discordant parts for treatment. It 
must instead use shotgun tactics so that while price 
inflation is being fought, corporate earnings are in a 
tailspin and the credit pyramid is tipped over. 
Since 
nearly all sectors of the economy, both 
private and public are already down to a bare minimum of 
liquid reserves, the sudden drop in cash flow to 
corporations, individuals and governments can only 
further stimulate the demand for money and send 
interest rates to higher levels. 
At that point Uncle Sam is likely to make an about 
face and take on high interest rates as his chief opponent. 
But 1970 is a special year, a year which defies analysis 
along the traditional lines. It represents a turning point in 
the economy of this nation. To understand 1970 in its 
proper perspective, says Weiss, we must dig far and deep 
into the history of this century, and look for similar 
turning points.

The labor movement, like the Church, is part of the 
American Establishment. Surrounded by large member­ 
ships, endowed with billions of dollars, welcomed at the 
White House and the bank, the labor movement can safely 
ignore the poor, the black and the deprived. In other days 
it struggled bravely for economic justice and a broad ap­ 
plication of brotherhood in the Republic. 
The slighted, beaten and put-down laborer, whether he 
be in the mines, the mill or the lumber camp, could look to 
courageous union leaders for attention and support. In 
some ranks of the Christian community he heard those who 
were alarmed at injustice and enraged with poverty. While 
the Church was generally absent from the picket line or 
the boycott, it did produce some able spokesmen and public, 
leaders who supported legislation favorable to unions and 
the working family. 
Much of the Christian’s concern for labor was directly 
related to the life of Christ and the laboring disciples. 
Jesus moved easily among the laboring peasants, the road 
builders and shepherds and fishermen. That the Christian 
faith should always be at home with such people and their 
aspirations should be no surprise today. Many within 
the missionary movement spoke of a salvation that reached 
the whole man—his physical health, his civil rights, his 
just wages and his eternal redemption. 
When Robert E. Speer wrote his report on overseas work, 
he noted some activities of certain "Christian” commercial 
organizations in the Far East. In one instance he printed 
part of an annual report that especially burned him: 
"The profits o f-----------factory surpassed $1 million. For 
the past two years it has been running night and day with 
scarcely any intermission. The number employed is 2.500 
and the following is the wage table per day: 
"Men—15-20 cents. Boys above 15 yrs., 10-15 cents Girls 
above 15 yrs., 5-10 cents. Small boys and girls under 10 
years, 3-10 cents. 
"The working hours are from 5:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. No 
meals are provided by the factory. 
"It will be seen that the company is in an exceptionally 
favorable position with an abundant supply of cheap labor 
to draw from. The annual profits have exceeded the total 
capital on at least three occasions.” 
(From "What Are Missions For”—Robert E. Speer 1 
It is true that his reporting covered the harsh days of 
1930-1940. Yet there are millions of people in this country 
this year who do not share in the fruits of their labor or 
the wealth of this vast country. The migrant labor com­ 
munity has been ignored and abused. Hundreds of thou­ 
sands of youngsters do not receive even marginal medical 
or educational services—yet their families provide the 
manpower that puts the fruit and vegetables on our tables. 
You can’t ever talk about salvation without seeing the 
whole person. The labor unions and churches need to for­ 
get their buildings and pension funds and Miami conven­ 
tions for awhile and give direction and energy to those for­ 
gotten laboring people. Jesus was one of them and you 
can’t serve Him without looking after his people.

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It is a myth. Recent government action was not the 
fundamental cause of tight money, according to Weiss. 
The boom had already lost momentum by the late 60s as 
loanable funds at banks were greatly diminished and 
credit fuel was burned out. 
Therefore, contrary 
to the popular 
belief, the 
government is not an isolated independent force which 
simply manages and controls. Did Uncle Sam in any way 
limit the height of the boom or cushion the fall of bank 
liquidity, spanning from 1946 to 1970? On the contrary, 
by becoming the nation’s largest single borrower, he has 
provided the biggest impetus for the fall of liquidity from 
the all time high of 80 per cent to the all time low of 19 
per cent. 
Conversely, because Uncle Sam became the largest 
single spender and builder in the nation, he was the most 
powerful independent force behind the postwar boom. 
Instead of remaining neutral he wasoutin front pouring 
out the funds, and therefore suffers from the same 
fundamental weaknesses as AT & T and Penn Central. 
Since he was unable to restrain himself from indulging in 
the boom, he will be equally enable to keep from adding 
his weight to the crash on the downside. 
In this stage, the government, with the Federal 
Reserve 
in 
the 
forefront, 
has 
admittedly 
been 
contributing to the decline. Little do they realize that the 
price inflation they are attempting to fight is nothing 
more than one of the many symptoms of excessive 
growth and credit which has lingered on into the initial 
phases of the business downturn. Even though we are 
already 
moving into an acute deflationary period, 
according to Weiss, the government is still fighting an era 
which has passed us by. Since the economy is not one 
harmonious machine in which all parts stop and tum 
simultaneously, we now see business already beginning its 
decline, while prices are only reaching the tail end of the 
rise. 
Since it is all interrelated, the government cannot 
isolate any of these discordant parts for treatment. It 
must instead use shotgun tactics so that while price 
inflation is being fought, corporate earnings are in a 
tailspin and the credit pyramid is tipped over. 
Since nearly all sectors of the economy, both 
private and public are already down to a bare minimum of 
liquid reserves, the sudden drop in cash flow to 
corporations, individuals and governments can only 
further stimulate the demand for money and send 
interest rates to higher levels. 
At that point Uncle Sam is likely to make an about 
face and take on high interest rates as his chief opponent. 
But 1970 is a special year, a year which defies analysis 
along the traditional lines. It represents a turning point in 
the economy of this nation. To understand 1970 in its 
proper perspective, says Weiss, we must dig far and deep 
into the history of this century, and look for similar 
turning points.

SYMINGTON AND DANFORTH

We welcome 
his rise in the ranks as heartily as it is detested by the 
reactionary mossbacks who have dominated his party for 
so long. 
Unfortunately for purposes of reforming the Missouri 
GOP, Mr. Danforth is running for the wTong office. The

The labor movement, like the Church, is part of the 
American Establishment. Surrounded by large m ember­ 
ships, endowed with billions of dollars, welcomed at the 
White House and the bank, the labor movement can safely 
ignore the poor, the black and the deprived. In other days 
it struggled bravely for economic justice and a broad ap­ 
plication of brotherhood in the Republic. 
The slighted, beaten and put-down laborer, whether he 
be in the mines, the mill or the lumber camp, could look to 
courageous union leaders for attention and support. In 
some ranks of the Christian community he heard those who 
were alarmed at injustice and enraged with poverty. While 
the Church was generally absent from the picket line or 
the boycott, it did produce some able spokesmen and public, 
leaders who supported legislation favorable to unions and 
the working family. 
Much of the Christian’s concern for labor was directly 
related to the life of Christ and the laboring disciples. 
Jesus moved easily among the laboring peasants, the road 
builders and shepherds and fishermen. That the Christian 
faith should always be at home with such people and their 
aspirations should be no surprise today. Many within 
the missionary movement spoke of a salvation that reached 
the whole man—his physical health, his civil rights, his 
just wages and his eternal redemption. 
When Robert E. Speer wrote his report on overseas work, 
he noted some activities of certain “Christian” commercial 
organizations in the F ar East. In one instance he printed 
part of an annual report that especially burned him: 
“The profits o f-----------factory surpassed $1 million. For 
the past two years it has been running night and day with 
scarcely any intermission. The number employed is 2.500 
and the following is the wage table per day: 
“ Men—15-20 cents. Boys above 15 yrs.. 10-15 cents Girls 
above 15 yrs., 5-10 cents. Small boys and girls under 10 
years, 3-10 cents. 
“The working hours are from 5:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. No 
meals are provided by the factory. 
“It will be seen that the company is in an exceptionally 
favorable position with an abundant supply of cheap labor 
to draw from. The annual profits have exceeded the total 
capital on at least three occasions.” 
(From ‘What Are Missions For”—Robert E. Speeri 
It is true that his reporting covered the harsh days of 
1930-1940. Yet there are millions of people in this country 
this year who do not share in the fruits of their labor or 
the wealth of this vast country. The migrant labor com­ 
munity has been ignored and abused. Hundreds of thou­ 
sands of youngsters do not receive even marginal medical 
or educational services—yet their families provide the 
manpower that puts the fruit and vegetables on our tables. 
You can’t ever talk about salvation without seeing the 
whole person. The labor unions and churches need to for­ 
get their buildings and pension funds and Miami conven­ 
tions for awhile and give direction and energy to those for­ 
gotten laboring people. Jesus was one of them and you 
can’t serve Him without looking after his people.
